Sma paren: is Solemn Oc- 
casion Among the Hebrews, 


Last night the Hebrew residents of 
this city began the fast of the [Day 
of ‘Atonement, known in Hebrew as 
Yom-Kippur, and which follows up- 
on the festival of the Jewish New 
Year, which was observed on Satur- 
day, Sept: 23. The Jewish year which 
has just begum is the year 5772, [> 

The Fast of the Atonement lasts 
from sunset to sunset and during the 
24 hours the ‘devout and orthodox 
Hebrew will neither cat nor drink. 
Sexvices were held all day to-day in 
the local synagogue. The fast is rc- 
gularly observed for the atonement 
of the sins of the old year. t 

The devout attend the eleven hours 
devotions without interruption of 
any kind. Most of the services are 
completely in the Hebrew’ tongue, the 
recognised. language of devotion. 
Prayer, psalms, readings.from “the 
Scriptures ‘and a short sermon form 
Faastthe service, 

The holy day is mentioned in the 
Bible in a number of places; Leviti- 
cus xvi describes-the elaborate priest- 
ly ceremonial of atonement; Ibid xxili, 
26-32, it appears in the list of (festi- 
vals where the affliction of the soui 
(fasting) is ordained; ibid xxv, 9, an- 
nounces that on the day of atonement, 
each 50th year, the trumpet sound 
shall usher in the jubilee year; while 
Numbers, xxix,. 7-11, describes the 
sacrifices of this sacred day.

From these references and later ac- 
counts in the Talmud one can get @ 
picture of this day of awe as ‘it was 
celebrated in Biblical times, The holy 
day ‘on the tenth day of Tishri {was 
observed by abstention from food and 
drink and by an elaborate ceremonial 
in which the high priest wasthe cen- 
tral \figure. He besought forgiveness 
for his own sins and those of his ‘own 
household, then for those of the wider 
household of priests, then for all the 
people. Of two goats, he slaughtered 
one as a sacrifice ‘for the Lord’ and 
set the other aside ‘for Azazcl.’ The 
blood of the sacrifice he sprinkled 
upon the curtain of the holy of ;hol- 
ies, to purity be from the sins:of the 
people, 

‘From ‘cn Biblical ee rcassaist 
which throughout-seeks Yor forgive- 
neds_of the community as a whole, 
the Day of Atonement has been some- 
what ‘changed in Rabbinic Judaism 
and in the modern service and em- 
phasises also repentance and personal 
prayer for the forgiveness of each in- 
dividual sinning soul, It completes 
the {penitential period of ten days 
that had begun with the New Year's

Because the sheep-raising regions of 
the west need’ just pepe tn to 
care for the millions of’ animals in 
their flocks, emigrants {rom the an- 
cient race of’ peculiar people, the 

ues, are leaving their mountain 
homes in Europe an coming to Amer- 
ica. These long-headed,: low-statured 
men trace their ancestry back to the 
bronze age. At one time in the dim 
past they were numerous in the east- 
ern part of Europe, but the stock has 
dwindled down to half a million’ or 
so in number. The territory they in- 
habit Hes partly in France and partly 
in Spain, being on both sides of the 
Pyrenees mountains. In this strong. 
hold they have been able to hold their 
own while nations were ‘made and un- 
a all about their ae retreat, 

e Basques are a peculiar people. 
Proud ‘and independent, they count 
every man a noble. For a long timo 
they virtually goverced themselves, 
but after the Carlist rebellion was 
stopped there was a slight chanye. 
They had clung together y a system 
of small republics, but lost some of 
their liberty as a penalty for having 
foolishly permitted the Carlists to 
gather revolutionary forces in their 
country. Despite this, however, they 
are yet a long way from being as sub- 
servient as the ordinary European 
Peasants. Only a few weeks Ogo 125 
of these Spanish Basques landed in 
New York city on their way west. 
Nearly half the nation’s sheep are 
cared for on that great mid-mountain 
Plateau extending from Montana on 
the north to New Mexico and Arizona 
on the south, and it is in this region 
that these en sheep-herders of the 
old world will find. employment. 

For untold generations the Basques 
have been shepherds. They possess 
most of the virtues and few of the 
vices of our own civilization. With 
their pride and independence they 
combine rugged honesty, thorough re- 
liability and an inherited liking for 
the work they are to perforin. For all 
we know, their forbears were herding 
cattle along the Nile’ or doing great 
things in north Africa thousands of 
years before our modern, highly civil- 
ized races were d of, 

The languages of this peculisr race, 
long a matter of dispute, is of much 
eardier origin tian any ef the Euro- 

an or Semitic tongues. Its roots, tn 
act, ar more those of Mongol; North 
american or African forms, The 
Basque jongue Was once spoken, it is 
supposed, throughout Spain, as mony 
of the old Iberian words are derived 
rom it. 

Gradually the once great race gave 
Way to newer ones, that now rule, and 
Was confined to a few provinces ‘in 
Spain and France, but it has never 
lost a tithe of its independent spirit. 
Traditionally proud as are the Span. 
iards, the Basques go them ono better 
tn haughtiness of bearing, No Pharoah 
had more pride of ancestry than. this 
little remnant of prehistoric people, 

The men, physically, are superb. 
They are of bulldog build, strong, 
hardy and enduring. As for the Yeo. 
men, they yield to none in charm in 
their youth. It's a pretty sight to see 
the Basque girls tripping down. the 
street to church of a Sunday or fet» 
day morning in their white sandals, 
hatless, their hair gathered into a 
knot which is hidden from sight by a 
Ulack or colored silk handkerchiet, 
and dressed, as a tule, in gayly color. 
ed blouse and dark skirts, The older 
women’s dress on such occasions is 
almost nunlike in its severity, Heayi. 
ly hooded black cloaks cover them up 
from top to toe; one can barely dis.

Dam Bursts ae Little Town 
of Austin, Pe. : 


FIRE COMPLETES DISASTER 


Entire Village of 3,000 Persons Is 
Wiped Out of Existence — Women 
and Children Had No Time to 
Make Their Escape — Bodies of 
Living and Dead Were Con- 
sumed By the Flames. 


Austin, Pa., Oct. 2—Threo hundred 
or more pérsons’ met their death 
through the bursting of a dam above 
this town Saturday. Fire followed, 
and completed the work of deszus: 
tion. 

The curtain of night which was rung 
down on the flood scarcely before its 
victims had all been claimed and-its 
surviving spectators fully realized how 
great a tragedy the elements of water 
and fire had enacted in the natural 
ampitheatre of the Allegheny Moun- 
tains here, was lifted by dawn putes 
day, revealing a ghastly scene o: death 
and devastation. 

Austin iteelf, Saturday, a busy mill 
town of 3,000 ‘people, many of whom 
were enjoying a fine autumn afternoon 
as Saturday half-holiday, is only a 
ghost of a town to-day. 

Torn to pieces by water and eaten 

y fire, the wet and charred remnants 
ot its buildings, be ‘lieved to hold oe 
remains of three hundred or more 
gons, were strewn along the v 
edge, piled in windows where the 


‘main street business section was, or 


awept in scattered masses far down 
the ravine. 

Spectators, many of whom barely es- 
caped being victims of the disaster, 
and hundreds oh peonls from surround- 
ing towns, looked down from the steep 

hillsides on Austin and Costello 
creagh a veil of fog yesterday morn- 
ing to see the wreckage here of some 
four hundred houses, a score of busi- 
ness blocks, three churches and sev- 
eral large lumber mills, and three 
miles further down the river at Cos- 
tello the ruins of more than fifty build- 
ings. The flood did not spend its force 
until it raced for more than ten miles 
from the reservoir. Wharton, still fur- 
ther on, suffered somewhat, but is 
practical intact. Tho loss of life 
at Costello, where the residents had 
more warning, is believed to be but 
three. . 

The property loss in the Bape f is 
estimated at upwards of $6,000,

They Have Shaken Up the City Seven 
tecn Times Since 1633, 

Boston is generally regarded as out: 
side the earthquake zone snd there 
fore immune from shocks of thix kind 
Veople living tp San Francisco believ 
ed the sane of their city prior ta the 
great quake of 1906. with as little rea 
fon. z 

As a matter of fact, Boston bas becu 
more or less seriously sbaken by selx 
mic disturbances ov, less than seven: 
teen times since WS. when the pl: 
grim colony, which bad eigbieen yeurs 
before been estabiixhed at Plymouth, 


. 
was alarmed by xn earthquake with 
vibrations that lasted twenty days. 


The last time Bestop bad a shock + 
was Sunday, March wv. 105, when | 
earth tremors radisting from St. John. 
N. B. to Hartford. Conn, Jarred the 
elty fp a fashion that alarmed the resi 
dents. 

Of the first earthquake, Bradford's 
history deciares, it was “greate nnd 
fearful.” and con! 

“lt was In this place teard before it 
was felte.. It enme with a rumbling 
noyse or Jow mur:uurs tke unto re- 
moate thunder. As ye noyse approsch- 
ed nerer the earth began to sbake. 
It was observed se somers for divers 
years togeather after this earthquake 
were not so hot and seasonable for the 
ripening of corp ax formerly.” 

Of the earthquakes recorded many 
were of great severity. Some dam- 
aged houses and churches, ripped up 
fences, closed oJd springs and opened 
hew ones. At times the earthquakes 
came with such frequency as to make 
it appear the early settlers of this re- 
gion suffered an epidemic of them. 

The earthquake that destroyed Lis- 
bon in November, 1755, was felt bere, 
curiously enough. As if this were not 
enough three other shocks occurred the 
same week, all of great severity.—Bos- 
ton Journal.

Some 
of the newspapers advocate rec!pro- 
city with the United States In pre- 
ference to union with Canada. Our 
statesmen of both political parties 
seem to be disposed to ignore the 
British West Indies. We bear nothing 
of Canadian response to the advances 
recently made by the people of the 
Bahamas. When Parliament ineets 
again a little time should be spared 
to consider the possibility of arriving 
at an arrangement for the admission 
of all the British West Indla islands 
into the Dominion as territories, or, 
if this is not feasible, perhaps some 
plan of commercial union between 
Canada and the British West Indian 
possessions could be agreed upon. If 
our politicians of both political parties 
had devoted as much attention to the 
possiblities of trade with the British 
West Indies as thoy have to recipro- 
city with the United States during the 
past forty years, we might now have 
large and profitable trade with these 
southern islands, The people of our 
Maritime Provinces should bestir 
themselves in this matter.

The coldest place on the earth's 
surface of, which there is authentic 
record Is in Siberia. The lowest tem- 
perature ever recorded in the BG 
alr was 90 degrees below sero 
enheit) at Werchajansk, Central St- 
beria, on anuary 15, 1885. 

The highest temperature of which 
there {s an authenticated record Is 124 
Gegrees above zero (Fahrenheit) in 
ae Northern Africa, on July 11, 
1879. These places of extreme ‘.eat 
and extreme cold give a range of 
temperature covering the whole in- 
habitable world of 214 degrees or two 
degrees more than from zero to the 
doiling point. 

In the United States the lowest tem- 
uerature ever recorded In winter is 64 
Segre below zero in North Dakota, 

the highest ever recorded in sum- 
mer is 115 dégrees above sero in Ari- 
sona. This gives a total of 
179 degrees within about 1000 miles.

They had great dinners in England 
and Scotland in the middle ages. At 
the feast given at Canterbury on the 
installation of Ralph, abbotof St, 
St. Augustine, six thousand guests sat 
down to a dinner of three thousand 
dishes; and this was‘far exceeded by 
the splendour of the marriage banquet 
when the Earl of Cornwall espoused 
Cincia, the daughter or the Count of 
Provence, upon which occasion thirty 
thousand dishes were served up to an 
i assemblage of guests who 
hediarsived from the remote parts of 
England as well as from Scotland. In 
the feast which was given by the 
Archbishop of York°upon the mar- 
-}riage of Alexander the Third, sixty 
stalled oxen were slain to furnish out 
the first course, and the rest of the 
entertainment was on ap equal scale 
of cence. It was the custom 
at these feasts to bring in the boar’s 
head with great state; sometimes the 
whole, boar himself, stuffed and 
standing on his legs, surrounded by 
a fortification of pastry, from the 
battlements of which little flags and 
banners waved, was ushered in, car- 
ried by the master of the feast and his 
tervants, with the trampeta sounding 
defore him. In Ike manner the pea- 
cock, the swan and the heron, which 
were greatly esteemed in thoso days, 
‘were brought In with their plumage 
unbroken, upon platters richly « gilt 
and with a network of gold thrown 
aver them.

connected with the machinery building 
by belt conveyors. There {s Uttlo 
Goubt that the old fashioned grain ele- 
Vator with all its objectionable fea- 
tures is a thing of the past. 

In the modern grain tank of hollow 
terra cotta, bullt circular in shape, the 
walls consist of blocks six inches in 
thickness and eight inches in height, 
provided on the onside with tiles two 
inches thick and twelve Inches high 
(the furring tiles overlapping the 
smaller blocks), making a wall eight 
finches thick, the whole re-enforced by 
pairs of steel tension bands running 
through the walls at frequent inter- 
vals, The stec! tension bands are im- 
bedded in 2 cement grouting, and the 
outside furring is applied with cement 
mortar. The foundation walls and 
base are made of concrete. 

One of these clevators has a cna- 
pacity of 1,000,000 bushels and con-t 
sists of twenty-four tanks twenty-four 
foot in diameter inside and 100 fect in 
beight, with a steel operating house 
at one end 42 by 70 feet, containing al! 
the machinery for Alling and emptying 
the tanks. There is nothing in the 
construction of this plant to burn, All 
the machinery Is driven by electricity 
from an adjacent public generating 
station —Chicago Record-Herald: 


OUR NEWEST BIG GUN. 


Sixteen Inch Terror Will Hurl a One 
Ton Shell Fifteen Miles. 

The United States navy is about to as- 
tonish the world again with a new gun 
baving a caliber of sixteen inches, 
which will. make the present world 
beating fourteen inch gun obsolete. 

The plans for the new gun hare 
been made by Rear Admiral Twining, 
ehief of the burean of ordnance.’ The 
admiral says that the length of the 
‘gun will be sizty-seven feet. -The four- 
teen inch\'gun ‘fs fifty-two feet’ bore 
and about eight feet breech. The 
fourteen inch gun fires a shell that 
Weighs 1,400 pounds and can rip the 
armor off d ship at a distance of eleven 
iniles.

Called after Amerige Foapacel an 
Italian Salling Under Flag 
of Spain. 


In the intersting town of St. Die 
}ig French Lorraine, there was recent- 
ily held a celebration-of special in- 
jterest to people of this side of the 
{world, and in « lesser degree to Spain 


;work’ by Martin Waldsemuller, in 
which America was suggested as the 
name of the New World. 

| There have been many theories and 
much controversy as to the origin of 
‘the name Amorica, and not a few 
thave resented the slight which wis 
jByt upen Columbumtn this connection, 
}Bome have denounced Amerigo Ves- 
piecl — who, like Columbus, was ay 
jitalian sailing under the flag of Spal 
;— for “stealing” the glory due the 
‘zeal discoverer. : 

But the chief wrong, if any was 
done, was committed by the German 
geographer in the book which waa 
published In 1607, and on the map 
»which he published a year or so later. 
On that map the name America was 
Applied, however, only to the southern 
‘part_of the New World. The northern 
‘part was called Parias. 

It is possible, perhaps probable, that 
the mainland of America; and it was 
Vespuccl who grasped the important 
fact that a new Gontinent had been 
found, and not simply a part of Asia. 
,Of that fact Columbus died in fgnor- 
ance. f

of Amerigo Vespuccl, trader, traveller 
and writer, was given to the New 
World, and given to remain forever.

SHELLING BEGINS 


FORTIFICATIONS LEVELLED 


After Giving the Garrison a Few Extra 
Hours’ Grace the Italian Admiral 
Opened the Bombardment on Tues 
day and Continued Yesterday— 
Turkish Forces Made a Weak 
Reply to the Cannonade. 


Djerba, Tunis, Oct. 5.—Tripoli has 
been bombarded twice by the Italian 
fleet.” The first shot was fired shortly 
efter three o'clock Tueeday afternoon. 
Shelling was resuméd early yesterday 
morning after a quiet night. 

There was a steady but s!ow fire 
from ‘the warships until dusk Tues- 
day evening, and shots also came from 
the forts in the town. 

The French steamer Tafana took a 

elegation {rom Djerba out to the 
acene of hostilities. Among the party 
was the French consul-general, 
Leon, who made several unsuccessfal 
attempts to land.- The Tafana was 
stopped by the cruiser Varase when 
about two miles from shore. She was 
ordered to return, but she remained 
for more than an hour, even creeping 
in closer to the blockaded town. 

From the distance the white build- 
ings of Tripoli could be plainly seen 
and the whole field of operations wai 
unfolded before the ve of the watch- 
ers. The officers of the Varase kindly 
explained that the battle had beeu 
delayed because Admiral Augrey, com- 
mander of the Halian fleet, had re 
ceived a request from the Tripoli gar- 
tison for another day of grace after 
the expiration of the three days’ no- 
tice to surrender. The admiral gave 
the garrison a few extra hours. 

The battleship Benedetto Brin and 
the armored cruisers Giuseppe Gari- 
baldi and Francesco Ferrucio drew up 
in line opposite the harbor. - There 
Were no small craft in the battle line 
and the Varate stood eff to keep 
back intruders. 

There was no sign of life in the! 
city, which appeared as though de- 
serted, but the Purkish fag flew from 
the castle and forts. The first shots 
were direciel toward Charchatti fort, 
and later Kerkereche fort was shelled. 

No sooner did the first shells burst 


‘ty | Over Tripeli than the garrison seemed 


te awake. It returned the fire with; 
vigor and energy. A heavy cannonade 
was kept up on both sides for a few 
minutes, and then firing became desul- 
tory. So far as could be seen no war- 
ship was hit. : 

Vice-Admiral Faravelli, at 4 o'clock, 
ordered his ships to cease firing to 
perinit the town to surrender, but no 
gign of surrender was given, and 
after the lapse of a few minutes, the 
ships began again This time great 
havoc was wrought. 

Fortifications were razed to the 
ground, the fogts suffered severely, 
the lighthouse to the northwest was 
destroyed by shells from the Gari- 
baldi. There was no means of know- 
ing what the loss of Ife was in Tri- 
poli . But ample opportunity was giv- 
en to the defenders to escape. 

When the Tafana left the scene 
operations, no Junding had been a 
tempted on the part of the Italians 
and it was feared that during the 
nght the town would be pillaged by 
nomad Arabs, who had been hovering 
in the vicinity for some days.. The 
odmiral knew of the hasty removal of 
atms and ammunition {nto the in- 


terior. 

‘Again, at an early hour yeate: 
morning, the first division of the Tal. 
ian fleet under Admiral Faravelli, re- 
sumed the bomb ent. The Tur 
isn garrison still occupied a position 
behind the forts and responded with 
a few shells, which fell short. 

Rome, Oct. 5.—The bombardment of 
Trpio!i was resumed yesterday morn- 
ing with the object of completing the 
destruction of the batteries. Up to six 
o'clock last evening no official confirm- 
ation of the surrender of Tripoli could 
be obtained. XG 

London, Oct."$.—A Romie despatch 
from Tripoli saya that it is believed 
that the garrison has suffered very 
heavy Josses and that the governor is 
wounded. It appears that even after 
the demolition of the forts the Turk- 
ish gunners continued to serve such 
guns as were available. 

It became necessary for the war 
ships to train their guns upon the 
tuins. Several private houses were 
destroyed dy fire, but none were 
struck by shells. The town has been 
éntirely deserted by the inhabitants. 

Deadlock at Sublime Porte. 

Constantinople, Oct. 5.—Political 
difficulties within the capital are mul- 
tiplying and it seems impossible to 
form a Cabinet. Members of the com- 
ymittee of union and progress are un- 
jwilling 30 take office, as they do no 
wish assume res bility for re. 
cent events, while the elder statesmen 
refuse to undertake the task of Gov- 
ernment unless the committee retires 
from thé field’ and’ dissolves. 

A’ deadlock practionlly has been 
re , and the only solution to 
serve the best interests of the country 
is held to be dissolution of the com- 
mittee and the ending of the war 
without delay on the best terms that 
can obtained

STARTED BY A KIDNAPING. 


Tradition Says: That the Original Band 
“Was Spirited Away From 8unny 
Sicily by Captain MoNeil of the 
American Frigate Boston. : 


One of the best known and most 
Popular musical organizations in this 
country ts the United States Marine 
band. It ts always selected to furnish 
the music at important government 
functions, such nsx {caugural balls and 
teceptions at thy White House, and is 
always assigned the post of honor tn 
Rotable parades Indeed. It is the 
ablest and most famous military band 
tm the country. 

There is an interesting tradition that 
the original Muriue band was kidnap- 
fa from the suony slopes of Bicily. 
The story coves that one Captain Mc- 
Nell of the Amcrican frigate Boston 
was cruising in the Mediterranean, 
when his soul yearned for the sound 
of real music, an art that bad been 
Uttle developed in this Young republic, 
When ashore he heard a regimental 
band play so tuvefully that the bing 
old seadog became Inspired. The in- 
splration was promptly put Into execu- 
tion. Ip bis suavest manner be ln- 
vited the Sicilians aboard his ship to 
play for “a ball.” The Invitation wns 
Bccepted with alucrity, Induced no 
doubt by the prospect of American 
gold.

Provided for a drum and fife corps 
consisting of sixteen drummers and- 
sixteen fifers, onc uf whom should act 
as Gfe major. This constituted the 
Marine band until the arrival of the 
Neapolitans, about three years later. 

For several years the band had no 
special leader. tirat one member and 
then another acted ns fife major. This 
Practice continued nntil Aug, 14, 1815, 
when J. I, Clubb, of the sloop Lexing- 
ton, was regularly appofnted and 
Served until 1824. THe was succeeded 
by Eutine Friquet, who served ontit 
Oct. 29, 1820, when Francis Schenig¢ 
Was appointed, rerving until Sept. 22, 
1813. Schenig was relleved by Francis 
Scala, who served until 1848 and again 
from 1854 until Dec. 13, 1871. 

It was under Scala’s leadership that 
the band first became famous. He fn- 
augurnted the open air concerts at the 
White Honse and the capitol grounds, 
for which congress allowed extra com- 
Densation’ In 1850, These concerts 
grew fn such favor that steps were 
Undertaken to improve the organiza- 
tion, which was still officially. known 
as a fife and dram corps Legislation 
Was obtained to reorganize it as a 
band, with a principal musician and 
thirty members. On July 25, 1861, 
President Lincoln affired his signature 
to a law that recognized the first band 
as part of the military service of the 
United States, 

Scala retired in 1871 after having 
served fn the band nearly. thirty years, 
twenty-two of which be was its leader. 
He was succeeded by Henry Fries, 
who served until Aug 22, 1873 Louls 
Bchneider was appointed Sept. 2, 1873, 
serving until Oct. 29,189) On Oct 
30, 1880, John Philip Sousa was chosen 
leader. Sousa had formerly been a 
member of the band, as had his father. 
The elder Sousa enlisted in 1861 under 
the name of Buacca, but upon reen- 
Ustment he gave the namo of Sousa, 
which he continucd to use thereafter. 

Sousa left the service July 30, 1892, 
to organize a band of bis own, avd 
Francesco. Fanciulll was appointed. 
He served until Oct. 8 1897, When 
his term expired he was not reappoint- 
ed, and the band was without a leader 
until the following March, when Wil- 
Nam H. Santelmann was appointed. 

In 1893 the band was ogain reorgan- 
ized. In order to bring it up to the 
standing to which it was entitled as 
the leading military band of this coun- 
try a Jaw was passed, which President 
McKinley signed March 3, 1898, {n- 
creasing the band to seventy-three 
members, consisting of a leader with 
the pay and allowance of a frst lieu- 
tenant of the marine ® second 
leader at $75 2 month and allowances, 
thirty frst class musicians at $00, 
thirty second class musi¢lans at $50, 
ten privates and a drum major. The 
members are enlisted for four years.— 
John B, Cox in Washington Star.

Her Slums Are a Diszrac2 Says the 
Medical Health Officer. 

In the city uf Toronto the’ slum 
ues’ ich is assuming consider- 
t ertance throrghout the Dom: 
inion, has lately received a large 
share of. editorial attention, follow; 
ing the report cf the Medical Health 
O.iicer, Dr, Hastings. These remarks 
by the editer of The Toronto Globe 
may-prove of general interest to those 
concerned in good citizenship in Can- 
ada: 

“Toronto should make short work of 


her slums. They are a disgrace to the | 


city and to Canadian civilization. Dr. 
Hastings’ report on housing in the 
congested area south of College and 
Carlton streets shows that over 26,000 
people are living under conditions 
that are as bad for them morally 
as they are for the body. Of 4,696 
houses inspected in the slum area, 
there were only 1.601 with baths, and 
less than half with inside closets. In 
2,207 cases outside privy pits were 
found. No Jess than 2,137 of these 
chouses had two families living in 
them. There were 198 one-roomed 
“dwellings” occupied by families ag- 
gregating 472 persons. These facts and 
many others secured by the inspectors 
on their rounds must disturb the self- 
“complacency of the citizens who speak 
with pride of Toronto the Beautiful 
and Toronto the Good, No city can 
be in any real sense beautiful or 
good in which many thousands of 
people live without the most vitally 
important requirements for health and 
morality. 

“It is to be hoped the Board of 
Health will follow up Dr. Hastings* 
report by the necessary orders 
the abolition of all outside privy pits 
in the older sections .of the city with-

THE TEREDO. 


Curious and Destructive Worm That 
Digs Tunnels in Wood. 

tt was In 1731 that Bolland oar 
rowly escaped inundation along its 
coast because the timbers of the sea 
dikes In many parte were discovered 
to be quite unsound. The timely dis. 
covery of the real condition of the 
dikes saved the country from an awful 
catastrophe, the full extent of which 
was comprebended by only a few 
Dutchmen. 

The timbers bad been boneycombed 
by the teredo, or shipworm. This 
creature burrows into any wood im- 
mersed in sea water. It makes an 
entrance when young and digs chan- 
gels along the grulo of the wood, lir- 
lng and often dyinz in the timber. The 
worm grows In sume tfocalities to a | 
length of twelve Inches, its girth be- 
{ng one and a half inches, and the | 
curious thing about its whiplike bods 
is its exceeding tenderness. [t cannot 
begqr Its own welght. ft will break if 
subjected to any strain. 

{t will burrow straight along the 
stain of the wood unless turned aside 
by a knot or nail. and, no matter bow 
many of thexe worms may be burrow- 
ing in the xame plece of wood, they 
never run thelr channels into one an- 
other. By some marvelous instinct 
they keep clear of each other's pre- 
serves. We hare seen a cross section 
of a log elchteen inches in diameter, 
and we counted no fewer than 800 
distinct burrows.—Exchange.

From any wound remove all the de- 
cayed wood, with a chisel and ads, to 
the sound, bard wood, and smooth off 
the edges of the cavity to allow the 
free growth of the inner bark. 

After the cavity bas been thoroughly 
cleaned ont, disinfect tt with corrosive 
sublimate, creosote or even paint. 
Creosote is better, as it penetrates far 
ther into the wood. The cavity should 
now be filled with concrete. one part 
portland cement to two parts sand. 
Make it thin, so that It can be poured 
In at the top of the opening. When 
the cavity is large It is necessary to 
re-enforce the concrete by placing fron 
bars across the Inside. It is also best 
to drive large nails part way in around 
the Inside, and this enables the con- 
crete to adhere better to the trunk. 

As the filling shrinks considerably tn 
large.cavities the walls should be first 
coated with a thick layer of tar. This 
expands and fills the shrinkage crack, 
making the cavity air tight. There i 
now no chance for any disease to enter 
and get in its work. 

After the Milling bas set a litte the 
surface should be smoothed off even 
with the inner bark, in a few years 
the cambrium will completely cover 
the filling. making a good looking tree.

Within a 
few days the wilted portions become 
brown and dead, and an examination 
of the wilted stems reveals a discolor- 
ed, brownish appearance of the wooded 
portion, The plants may die before 
any ‘fruit has matured or after any 
Part of the crop has been gathered. 
The first season that the wilt ap- 
pears in a field usually only a few 
plants are affected, but if the field is 
used for tomatoes the next year the 
attack is likely to be very severe, for 
the disease {s carried over in the soll, 
and the length of time the disease will 
‘remain in badly infected soil is not 
known. It {s therefore important to 
practice rotation of crops so that the 
soll will not become badly infected. 
Care should also be taken fn secur- 
ing solls for the beds in which the 
plants are grown.

Alexander McDermott and 
Charies G. Crane of the hygienic lab- 
oratory of the United States public 
health and hospital service in Wash- 
yington, says the New York World. 
The’ Investigation necessarily called 
for considerable delicnte microscropical 
study of the light producing organs 
~ of the firefly. It was found that the 
insect produces its ght by oxidation— 
tbat Is, by practical combustion.

‘and the investigation found evidence 
that air fs drawn into the organs of 
the: firefly every time {t wants to il- 
Inminate itself and its surroundings.

the proper tribunal for arbitration. 

“We heartily endorse this 
advance in the interest alike of peace 

,and universal brotherhood. We strong- 
ly urge the Christian nations repre-

treaty which. has been signed by the 
representatives of the British Empire 
and the United States of America.

Berlir, Oct. 11.—Although Germany 
finds that the time is not ripe for an 
offer of mediation to end the war be- 
tween Turkey and Italy, pending the. 
completion of the Italian occupation 
of Tripoli. the Government is endeav- 
oring further to localize the hostilities 
and prevent fighting in the Red, Aeg- 
ean and Adriatic Seas. 

If Turkey will give assurances that 
she will not interfere in the transport 
of the expedition to Tripoli there is 
hope that all other nostilities will be 
suspénded. The prolongation of war 
movements outside of Tripoli presents 
great risks to international shipping, 
and it is even feared that the service 
on the Suez Canal might be inter- 
tupted. The landing of the Italian ex- 
pedition is said to present difficulties 
not anticipated. The. weather on the 
Tripolitan coast has interfered and it 
will be at least a week probably be- 
pm Italy is ready to treat with Tur- 

ey. 

It is learned in diplomatic circles 
that trey hase is willing to in- 
demnify key to the extent of about 
$12,000,000, but it is a question whe- 
ther she is willing to recognize Turk- 
i suzerainty over Tripoli in any 
form.

Although the utmost precautions 
have been taken looking to the per- 
fecting of sanitary arrangements, cho- 
lera has broken out, and it is reported 
that four deaths have occurred.

GUILTY OF _ MANSLAUGHTER 


Jury In Orillia fAurder Case Returns 
With a Disagreement in Which 
Eleven Find the Prisoner Guilty 

of Wilful Murder — Sheridan 
Pleads to Reduced Charge and 
is Sent Down For Life. 


Barrie, Oct. 13.—Arthur Sheridan, 
who has been on trial for his lifetiere 
for the stabbing of Ross Ford, near 
Orillia, Jast August, was yesterday 
sentenced to life imprisonment, 

The jury after being cut three hours 
and 20 minutes, returned reported 
that they had Leen unable to reach a 
verdict. 

Asked Ly the court if they were giv- 
en a little more time to deliberate, 
did they think they would be able to 
reach a verdict, James Findlay, the 
foreman, said that there might be a 
possibility. His lordship then ordered 
refreshments served to the men in 
their rooms, and they were asked to 
retire again. 4 

One hour Jater they came in and re- 
ported that they had agreed to 
agree, 11 standing for a verdict of 
willful murder and one for man- 
slaughter. 

The court then informed the jury 
that counsel for the defence, with the 
consent of the crown, to 
withdraw the plea of not guilty to the 
charge of murder, and wo 
guilty to manslaughter. 

Alter complimenting the jury on the 
way they had ha je Case, 
lordship said he was sure they would 
be satisfied with the sentence he would 
impose and that the ends of justice 
would be just as well met. 

He then sentenced Arthur Sheridan 
to imprisonment for the rest of his 
natural life

The prisoner took the stand in his 
own defence at the morning seasion 
and, while he owned to the stabbing. 
contended that it was in self-defence. 
His ony was substantially the 
same as that brought out yesterday 
in the confession made to the con- 
stable who arrested hi 

Robert Thorburn seid that on the 
night of the dance Ford had a pair of 
steel knuckles and said he was going 
to the dance, and if anyone said any- 
thing to him he would split the dev- 
il’s mouth open. 

T. C. Robinette, K.C., counsel for 
defence, made an eloquent, thought 
ful anid spirited appeal to the jury. 
He dealt on the comparative natures 
of his client and the murdered man. 
His client was quiet and inoffensive.

A TRICK ELECTION 

Sir James Whitney has decided to plunge the 


Province intoa general election in December 
- without a shred of justification, without even a 
specious pretext, and —_ against every dictate of 
common sense, public convenience, and fair play. 
Sir James has two motives for the election, 
but these concern only party exigencies. He 
wishes to anticipate the report on bilingual 
Schools which ‘will thrust a troublesome question 
on the Government, and to take advantage of his 
opponents ata moment when he imagines they 
are exhausted by defeat in the federal election. It 
is a piece of sharp practice not. in keeping with 
- Sir James’ boasted straightforwardness and _cour- 
age. It puts politicsona ow plane, and Sir 
James has dragged himself down to it. 
It is quite true the Liberals of Ontario are 
not in the best condition'to repel the attack of a 
Government which has chosen to force the fight- 
ing with the greatest majority at its back that any 
provincial administration has had. They are tem- 
-porarily disorganized by a crushing reverse in an- 
other arena. They ought to profit, however by 
the resentment of fair-minded electors at the 
~Government's tactics. Sir Jam3s Whitney assumes 
_ that this fecling is non-existent, and that the sheer 
weight of his numerical strength in the Legislature 
. ‘will crush the remnant of the Oppos‘tion. The

The Adver- 
tiser is specially pleased to see his-courageous 
handling ofthe Niagara power question. The 
whole tendency of the present scheme is to attract 
industries tothe source of power, to the N iagara 
Peninsula, and to draw them away from cities end 
other towns in the other parts of the Province. 
Mr. MacKay says: 

‘I leave it with the Government to say 
whether, as representing the whole 
Province, they think such a scheme is fair 
and equitable to the further question whether 
a uniform flat rate would not be more equit- 
able even within the electric zones. 

“Self-preservation demands that manufact- 
urers and their employees, and citizens 
generally, in seven-eighths of the Province 
should cease to slavishly follow party flags, 
and should demand, with no uncertain sound, 
a square deal on this power question.” 

A uniform flat rate is the only equitable 
Principle to apply to the power scheme. The pre- 
ent system handicaps (1) the smaller municipal- 
ities, as compared with the larger ones, since the 
cost per horsepower is based not ouly on distance, 
but on the quantity consumed ; (2) all municipal- 
ities outside the power zone, in seven-eighths of 
the Province ; and (3) all municipalities in the 
power zone, but outside the Niagara Peninsula. 
It isto be hoped Mr. McKay will declare un- 
equivocally for a reconstruction tothe whole system 
that will diffuse the benifits of hydroc‘ectric power 
over the whole Province of Ostariv, and put all 
municipalities on the same fooling. This can only 
be done by a uniform flat rate—Loxpox -Apver-

Ottawa, Oct. 17.—The_ new Parlia- 
ment will be called for the despatch 
of business on Nov. 15. This date was 
fixed by the Cabinet-in-Council, yes- 
terday afterncon and announced Jater 
by Premier Borden. . 

The session will not be unduly pro- 
longed. After a brief adjournment 
at Christmas prorogation will 
sought by the end of January or first 
week in February. These, it is learn- 
ed, are the plans of the Government. 
The Ministers will set about the work 


of preparing their estimates for the |- 


fiscal year, which commences on 
I next. 

The length of the session naturally 
depends largely upon the activitty of 
Opposition, but it is not expected 
that any stumbling block will be laid 
by Sir Wilfral Laurier and his sup- 
porters to the speedy transaction of 
the first term of the new Parliament. 

There is something coming to the 
far-famed —headquarters’ staff of the 
Canadian militia under the Hughes 
parniaieteation: : Zhe new ercriepan 
proposes to bridse the gap dividi 
the Department from the tailitia ie 
self. For this purpose he has in gee 
paration a plan for holding a gather- 
ing of senior oflicers of the militia at 
Ottawa in a sere: short time. 

According to the present shape in 
which the project is, the meeting will 
be convened on Thursday, Nov. 16, 
the day of the formal reading of the

arrived in Ottawa yesterday morning, 
and was sworn in by His Koyal High. 
ness, the Duke of Connaught, at 11 
o'clock. The ceremony took place in 
the eflice of the Governor-General in 
the east block of the Parliament 
Buildings, over which is hoisted the 
duke’s standard. Premier Borden was 
present. 

The duke congratulated Mr. Burrell 
and expressed a warm fecling for the 
province of British Columbia, from 
which he had received more m cssages 
of welcome than from any of the other 

rovinees of Canada. The Gayernor- 

seneral spent most of the morning in 
his office. 

The first deputation to wait on the 
Duke of Connaught at Government 
House was one of several members of 
the Veterans’ Association of 1863 Ed- 
ward Kidd, M.P.elect for Carleton, 
Was among the number.

BELITILING RISING 


Chinese Government Prophesies 
Its Early Codilapse. 


SITUATION 1S UNCHANGED 


Report That Li Yuan yee Has De- 
serted the Revolutionists Is Beliey- 
ed to Be a Canard Started By the 
Government to Encourcg: the ~ 
Troops—A Dozen Foreign War- 
ships Are ! 4 Hanxow Harbor, 
Pekin, Oct. 18.—The desertion of 
Gen. Li Yuan Hang from: the rebel 
leaders, is reported to be a Govern- 
ment story designed to encourage the 


imperialist troops. The legations are 
strongly of the opinion that the Chi- 


{ nese army will not risk a battle when 


the investment gf. Hankow is com- 
piete, but will open negotiations with 
the object of inducing the rank and 
tile to surrender their leaders, on the 
promise of pardon and a reward for 
the rebel troops, ee 

The Japanese legation declares. that 
there is no foundation in the report 
that the Japanese flag will be raised 
over the Hanyang iron works. 

Despatches from Shanghai say that 
owing to the publication by the na- 
tive press of statements that the Jap- 
awese newspapers are belittling the 
revolution, describing it as a mere 
tiot, the revolutionaries are circulat- 
ing pamphlets urging. the boycott ot 
Japanest goods. 

The Government, which is constant. 
ly on the lookout for Japanese ma- 
chinations directed against Manchu- 
ria, is of the opinion that the pres- 
ent Chinese crisis wil prove that Ja- 
pan’s action and policy are entirely 
correct. 

The Chinese Foreign Board has is- 
sued an optimistic comminique, an- 
nouncinug the arrival of the troops at 
Hankow, and anticipating the speedy 
recapture of Wuchang and Hanyang. 
Nine troop traina left Paotingfu yes- 
terday. Late advices from Hankow 
say that 3,000 Government troops are 
encamped outside of Hankow, 

So far as can be learned the situa- 
tion at Wuchang for the rast six days 
has remained absolutely unchanged. 
There are no indications that the reb- 
els possess pay allies at points else 
where, and, considering all the cir 
cumstances connected with the rising 
in the Provinces of Hupeh and Hun- 
an, the revolutionists appear not to be* 
making much headway. It is now 
said that the insurgents number at 
the most 6,000 drilled men, together 
with a few armed auxiliaries. 

Several detachments of troops from 
Honan have uvited with the Govern- 
ment troops from the north, and a 
joint naval and military bombardment 
of the citg will probably occur on 
Saturday. This will be followed by 
an assault. It is predicted here that 
the collapse of the revolution is only. 
a matter of days. It will, however, 
have had the effect of intensifying the 
agitation for the immediate assembl- 
ing of a National Parliament and of 
radical reforms in the Provincial As- 
sociation system, which the throne 
will be obliged to accept 

Admiral Sahchenping, according to 
official cnnouncement, arrived, at 
Hankow yesterday with eight war- 
ships, and there are not less than a 
dozen foreign warships lying in the’ 
harbor. The British vice-admiral, Sit 
Alfred L, Winsloe, commander of the 
British eastern fleet, arrived at noon 
pete on the British despatch 

oat Alacrity. As he is the ranking 
officer, he may assume command of 
the combined forcer. 

Announcement a Surprise. 

London, Oct. 18—The announce- 
ment from ‘Berlin that Vice-Admiral 
Von Krorigk, commander of the Ger- 
man Asiatic squadron, was about to 
take command of the international 
forces at Hankow came as a surprise 
to the British officials. It was stated 
at the Foreign Office that there had 
been no arrangement made for the 
placing of these forces under the su- 
preme command of any one. It also 
appears that Vice-Admiral Sir Alfred 
L. Winsloe, commander of the Brit- 
ish Eastern fleet, who arrived at Han. 
kow at noon yesterday, ia considerab- 
ly the senior of Vice-Admiral Von 
Krosigk.

What Eating Was Like in the 
Good Old Days. 


They had great dinners in England 
and Scotland In the middle ages. At 
the feast given at Canterbury on the 
Installation of Ralph, abbot of Bt

The woman evidently died on Sat- 
urday of on Friday night. Every duy 
the man passed in and out of the 
room as though nothing unusual had 
occurred. The fcarful odor of the past 
two days caused the landlady, Mrs. 
Mary Hardy, to tell the man that he 
must leave at once. Tuesday night 
the occupants of the houze heard him 
shaking his dead wife and telling her 
that she must get up, that wig had 
to get out of the house at once. Those 

“} who heart did not know that the wo- 
man was dead. That was not discover- 
ed till yesterday morning. 

The autopsy will decide whether 
William Dooit, who now lies in a cell 
in the police station, too drunk to 
murmur a word of explanation, shall 
be held on a more serious charge than 
drunkenness. The woman may have 
died of heart disease. But when she 
was examined at the morgue yester- 
day morning, merely a cursory exam- 
ination, it was-thought better not to 
wash the blood frum what ~ppeared 
to be a bad cut iu the Lead.

BOTH SIDES LOST HEAVILY 
ps a : 
Italians Landed Four Thousand Sol- 
diers, and When the Europeans 
Rushed the Trenches the Turkish 
Garrison Vacated Them—Native 
Tribesmen, However, Put Up 
a Stubborn Resistance. 


sda San Ost. 21.—In the fighting at 
Benghazi Thursday between the Ita- 
lians and Turks and Arabs there were 
numerous casualties. on” both’ sides. 
When finally the Italians rushed the 
renches, the Arabs made a strong re- 
sistance, while the Turks fled. The 
Italians took many Arabs prisoners 

Thé Italian fleet under Rear-Ad- 
miral Aubrey bombarded Benghazi 
Thursday and landed 4,000 men, who, 
after a brisk battle, occupied a por- 
tion of the town. The greater part 
of the troops, however, camped on 
the beach Thursday night. 

The expeditionary force instructed 
to occupy Benghazi arrived in the 
roasstead Wednesday morning, con- 
voyed.by the Italian battleships Vit. 
Napoli 
and Regina Elean,. the cruisers 
Amalfi and Etruria, five smaller war- 
ships and two torpedo boat divisions. 

Rear-Admiral Aubrey sent an offl- 
cer with a white flag to the Turkish 
commander demanding surrender of 
the town. The Turkish commander 
promptly refused, and subsequently 
was notified by the Italian commander 
that unless he changed his mind and 
‘capitulated before 6 o’clock the town 
would.be bombarded at that hour. No 
reply having been received, the bom- 
bardment began at the hour set. The 
shelling of the fleet continued until 9, 
when a detachment of sailors and 
troops was debarked. Other landing 
parties followed. The first Italians 
to come ashore were received with a 
sharp rifle fire from the Turks. The 
Italians bore themselves well and es- 
tablished a position near the water's 
edge, and stood the Turkish fire. 
They were rapidly reinforced from 
the ficet and later in a forward move- 
ment the Italians took the barracks 
in the village of Sidi by assault. They 
aiso took and held a part of Benghazi. 

Altogether 4,000 men were landed. 
Late in the day temporary quarter:

ABUSES OF CHILD LABOR] 


‘In Speech at New York Civic Forum 
‘Former. President Calls Attention to” 
the Employment of Ten-Year-Old 
| Children In Canneries and Urges 
That Move Be Made to Make 
Judges Amenable to People. 


' New York, Oct. 21—The judiciary 
of the United States must be brought 
within the contro] of and answerable 
to the well-thought-out judgment of 
the people, in the opinion of Theodore 
Roosevelt, who spoke last night on 
“The Conservation of Womanhood and 
Childhood,” before the civic’ forum. 
This control, in’ Mr. Roosevelt’s judg- 

| ment, should be, “exercised more cau- 
tiously and in different fashion than 
the control by the people over the 
legislator, and .the executive, but the 

\ control must be there.” 

Control of the judges, Mr. Roosevelt 
said, was but half—although by far 
the more important part—of a pro- 

| gram which should be carried out for 
the proper conservation of manhood, 
womanhood and childhood. The first 
half of the program, he said, consisted 
in placing upon the statute books ot 
the nation and the various states, leg- 
islation to remedy existing defects. 

The ex-President spoke at length of 
what he termed “orying abuses con- 
nected with child labor. 
to the need of laws to prevent the em- 
ployment of children as young as ten 
years in the canneries of this state, 

to other legislation for the pro- 

tection of children. 

“YT most emphatically believe that 
we have been wise in giving great 
power to dur judges, including this 
power of judicial interpretation of sta- 
tutes to see whether they conform with 
the fundamental law of the land. But 
I also most firmly believe that like 
any. other power, this power can be 
abused, and that it is a power with 
which the people have merely tempor- 
arily parted and not one which‘they 
have -permanently alienated. 

“Used cautiously and moderately 
and only in the clearest cases, it is 
fraught with the utmost good to the 
body politic. Used recklessly, wan- 
tonly and foolishly, where the case is 
so doubtful that the judges them- 
selves may be divided nearly equally 
on the two sidés, it results in very 
great evil, as it has resulted again 
and again in this State-of New York, 
and it may result in even greater 
evil, for it may, in the end, cause 
guch a revulsion in the minds of the 

ple at Jarge ag to result in totally 

faklng away this wer from the 
judges—action which I should deplore. 

“During the last twenty-five years 
the courts here in New York, helped, 
I am sorry to say, once or twice by 
the supreme court of the nation, have 
thrown what lve at times proved 
well nigh or altogether insurmount- 
able obstacles in the path of needed 
social reforms. 

“It is, I believe, an advantage to 
have fixed in the court th? power to 
state that a legislative act is uncon- 
stitutional, but only provided that 

tthe power is exercised with the wis- 
dom of self-restraint. If the courts 
continue to use it with the reckless- 

i ness that has too offen been shown 

jin the past it is almost inevitable 

that efforts will be made to amend it.

The im- 
perial troops. were in a state of con- 
sternation, and the rout could not be 
checked. 

The same advices add that the bri- 

ade had no option but to return to 
Binyangchau and await reinforce- 
ments. Liuchiamiao is about 65 miles 
to the northeast of Kwangshui, and it 
is therefore evident—if the report of 
the rout is true—that the Government 
does not hold Kwangshui.

LEADER TAKEN TO JAIL 


Arriving In Portland, Maine, Afte: 
Months of Suffering From Storm, 
“Leaky Ship and Starvation In 
Which Seven Died of Scurvy— 
Rev. Feank Sandford, Head of 
Religious Zealots, Is Arrested 


Portland, Me., Oct, 23.—As the cli- 
max to months of hardships, duri: 
which he and his little band of fol- 
lowers at times suffered from hunger 
and thirst as their yacht Coronet was 
buffeted about by sea and wind, the 
Rey. Frank Ws Sandford, leader of the 
Holy Ghost and Us Society of Shiloh, 
was brought to this <ity last night in 
the custody of the cousity authorities, 

His arrest was made on a writ in a 
civil suit brought by Mrs. Florence N. 
Whittaker, wife of one of the Holy 
Ghost and Us leaders, who alleged 
that she was illegally detained aboard 
the Kingdom, formerly one of the 
Sandford fleet. She was released on 
habeas corpus proceedings in June, 
1910, and since then the authorities 
have been awsitiug the appearance 
of Sandford wituin the jurisdiction of 
the state, that they might place him 
under arrest. 

When Sandford was brought ashore 
from the Coronet, which swings at 
anchor off the quarantine station, a 
wrecked and disabled craft, he was 
accompanied by the husband of the 
woman at whose instigation: he was 
arrested, the Rev. A. A. Whittaker. 
The latter came ashore that he might 
assist in arraigning bail for his leader. 

Last night two men were brought 
ashore from the Coronet by the ith 
authorities and placed in a local hos- 

ital, both suffering with scurvy. 
even others, six men and one child. 
died of the same disease and were 
buried at sea during the past few 
months, according to statements made 
by members of the crew. Many others 
have had touches of scurvy. 

Not a sail of ‘her original suit of 
canvas was leit whole and there was 
a foot of water in the cabin when 
the Coronet entered thé harbor and 
dropped anchor off the quarantine sta- 
tion yesterday. Her flying jibboom, 
both her jibs and foresails were car- 
tied away in recent storms,,and her 
mainsail was split to ribbons. The 
pumps were being worked continually, 

In the vessel’s larder there was not 
a loaf of bread and no fresh meat had 
passed the lips of any of the religious 
seafarers for many days. 80 exhaust- 
ed and weakened were the crew and 
passengers that it is doubtful if they 
could have kept their craft afloat for 
many days. 

The Coronet has been at sea since 
June 27, when she sailed from a Hay- 
tien port, and was last reported on 
Sept. 27, when shte was sighted by the 
steamer Lapland, flying signals which 
indicated that she was short of pro- 
visions. The Lapland sent relief and 
then proceeded. At that time the 
Coronet was off Cape Sable. For the 
last week the staunch craft has been 
beating her way along the coast, her 
crew despairing her ability to reach 
port. : . 

On board were filty-five people, in- 
cluding Rev. Mr. Sandford and his 
wife and five children. Besides the 
thirty-one survivors of the wreck of 
the barkentine Kingdom, there ‘were 
twenty-four persons who were on the 
Coronet when she left Maine waters.

Through three years 
of litigation, the financier fought des- 
perately to stave off a prison sentence, 
fut the Supreme Court of the Unite 
States on Jan. 17, 1910, refused an 
appeal, and on the 19th the former 
bank president began his five-year 
term at Leavenworth Penitentiary. 

Last month Walsh appeared before 
the federal parole board of Leaven- 
worth and applied for a parole, being 
eligible under the laws. His parole 
was granted Oct, 14, and the banker 
released after having served a year 
and a half of his five-year sentence.

The military commanders report 
only sufficient troops to protect the 
legation quarter in Pekin and the for- 
eiga settlement in Tientsin, which 
nuniber apocenimsiely 1,000 and 3,500 
respectively! Consequently, in a ser- 
ious emergency, only Japanese would 
be immediately available from the gar- 
risons at Port Arthur and Dalny. 

The legctions have not yet consid. 
ered seriously the suggestion of an 
English paper in Shanghai, that the 
Manchus, when desperate, might en- 
deavor sceretly to encourage the ig- 
norant multitude to attack the for- 
eirgners, and thereby attain foreign 
intervention, which would militate in 
their favor, they being the only estab. 
lished dynasty. 

It is argued that such machinations 
will prove more dangerous to the Man- 
chus than to anyone else, because it 
is known that the rebel organization 
elsewhere is able the restrain. its 
adherents. The Manchus, however, 
are apparently, following a weak and 
vacillating policy, which conceivably 
might be followed by desperate mea- 
sures.

of Canada has been of late years so 
mderestimated as our fish and game. 
While it is true that during the eigh-

teenth century beaver were the prin- 
cipal: product of this country,'so much 
$0 thet their skins were accepted as 
currency throzghout the western part 
of Canada. and the United States, 
and were the standard for barter rity 
the Indians, how few stop to consid 
what this meant to our country in. its 
days of infancy before our pine tim- 
ber became of yalue, We are apt to 
jook at this industry as a thing of the 
past. This is, however, far from be- 
tng the case.

great territory in the heart of Ontario 
that is not fit for agriculture, from 
which the pine timber has been either 
cut or destroyed ye fire, that is now 
only fit to be added to our present 
bea reat and become a home 
lor ons of dollars’ worth of game, 
The greater portion of the beaver 
skins taken in the past two hundred 
bak on the American continent have 
en handled at the London auction 
sales, The first of these was held on 
January %, 1672, and was’ considered 
an event of gat im . being 
held by the. Hudson Co. From 
that date on to the year 1902 it is 
estimated that 30,000,000 skins were 
handled at a valuation of §100,000,- 
000. The average annual: sale at 
present is perhaps 50,000 skins.. In 
addition to this number, some 15,000 
to 20,000 skins are at Lei 
and at private sales in Canada 
the United States. 

Our Government realizing the im- 
portance of assets have in late 
yeara set apart several large game 

reserves, principally to provide

of the country. Of theae the Algon- 
quin National Park is the largest and 
is situated in the district of Nipissing: 
It wag set apart in the year 1893 and 
tias been added to from time to time 
until it now covers an area of nearly 
two million acres. 

In 1893 the beaver had almost be- 
come extinct. Today every lake, of 
which there are some 1,200, is full 
of beaver while the several rivers that 
take their rise in the perk as well as 
the thousands of creeks and ponds, 
also abound with this wonderful ani- 
mal, 90 much so that the Minister last 
an- 
nually without detriment to the park 
or the surrounding country, which is 
also filling up very rapidly. Last year 
some four hundred beaver, and a few 
ater mink = miseeree were taken 
and soki in Toronto, bringing a good 
price. This year more wilt be of- 
fered for sale. Otter, mink, marten, 
fisher, muskrats and all other gama 
are today very numerous and the 
annual increase is very great. The 
Government has in this vast territory 
twenty rangers and a superintendent 
whose duty is to patrol the park dur- 
ing the hunting season and trapping 
season to sce that no illegal hunting 
or trapping goes on. This work has 
been carried on very successfully. It 
ia true, however, that there are some 
cases that escape them, which is only 
to be expected, over such an extent 
of country. At other times they cut 
out portages, build shelter houses, 
clear out streams, make improvementa 
at headquarters, etc. They are at 
times fire rangers, their work in this 
capacity having protected the great 
preserve from serious fire in many 
years. akes and streams of the 
park also furnish the great induce- 
ment to the angler, trout and small 
mouthed bass abounding, and a greas 
number visit it annually for this 
sport.

MAY HONOR SELXIRK, 


Winnipeg Men Propose to Erect. a 
Monument to Pioneer. + 
A movement in Winnipeg advocatin, 
the erection of a monument to Lor 
Selkirk, has attracted wide attention 
in the press: and the proposal is 39 
obviously a good one that the marvel 
is that no one thought of it before. 
Lord Selkirk might almost be said 
to be the first Britisher who realized 
the possibilities of Western Canada as 
a fleld for settlement, and proceeded 
to carry his ideas into effect. It ‘s 
just one hundred years since he took 
Steps to found his colony at the junc- 
ture of the Red and Assiniboine Riv- 
ers, a colony which was destined to 
become the city of Winnipeg, and 
which was the initial step toward 
the agricultural development of the 
great Northwest. Lord Selkirk’s col- 
oniste met death and the loss of their 
effects owing to the savage warlare 
between the great organizations the 
Hudson's Bay Co. the Northwest 
Co. . Their failure does not alter the 
fact that Selkirk was a seer so far as 
the future of the Weét was concerned. 
Not only was he a pioneer in prairie 
settlement but previously he in. 
terested himself deeply in the develop. 
ment of Western Ontario though even 
there his proverbial ill-luck pursued 
him. As the London Free, Press re- 
cently pointed out he established a 
settlement with twenty families in 
what are now krown as the town- 
ships of Dover and Chatham in Ken‘ 
County. The site chosen turned out 
to be swampy after it was cleared, 
and the hardships proved too much 
for his settlers. He was one of the 
first men to realize the value of good 
roads to Upper Canada, and offered 
himself to expend forty thousand 
pounds on a roadway clear through 
trom Amherstburg, on Detroit 
River, to York (now Toronto) if the 
Executive Council of the colony would 
grant him in payment’ certain allot- 
ments of wild lands along. the route. 
The failure of the countil to accept 
the proposal retarded for yeara the 
development of Upper Canada, Not 
only in what acre now the prcvinces 
of Ontario and Manitoba were his ac- 
tivities in the direction’ of coloniza- 
fion carried on. He made a similar 
attempt’ in ~Prince Edward Island 
which was -hardly more fortunate 
His name, however, will forever in 
the annals of this country bo associat. 
ed witn the opening up of the prairies 
a3 a,field.for settlement, and it is fit- 
ting that Wina!peg should honor his 
memory. Not long back it was pro- 
d to commemorate him by a 
world’s fair in celebration of the cen- 
tenary of his western enterprise. This 
idea was abandoned, but it would be 
a pity if the enthusiesm of Westerners 
for his memory should die out on that 
account. Canadian cities have many 
monuments to men less im 
than this optimist, who was destined 
to die before his dreams came true

COvET GIFTS TO THE GODS. 


ee 
Sunken Treasures. 

“Ten thonrand feet above the ses 
level, im the mountains of Colombia, 
not far trom Bogota. es the racred 
lake of Guatatita, In a huge cup sur- 
sounded by hills,” xays the Caatemala 
Review. “An English engineer, with 
the axsistance of a body of natives, has 
in the fast few years succeeded in 
fraining off all the water, laying bare 
a deposit of mud about thirty feet 
m depth. It ts In this mud that the 
saluable offeringx of the ancient na- 
tives to thelr deity are presumably 
lying, and the beginning of the trench- 
lng work has already brought ‘finds’ 
of a description sufficient to prove 
‘hat the old talex of hidden treasure 
ire not mythical. There hare been 
recorverel un fo now a gold bowl, 
numbers of emernids, two gold snakes, 
4 gold band. colilen fraages, curiously 
carved stones nud several articles of 
pottery. According to the stories of the 
bistorisns. these sre parts of the gifts 
which the ‘nhabitants of Colombia 
were accustomed for centuries to make 
to propitiation of their gods. 

“The Cbibeha Indians, under the 
leadership of thelr chief and high 
priest, assembled periodically on the 
shores of the sacred lake, the chief 
baring his bods ccvered with gold 
dust. There they placed their offerings 
of gold, precious stones and household 
treasures on a rude raft which, when 
it was heaped up with the priceless 
cargo, was rowed to the center of the 
Inke by the chief. He then washed 
off the gold dust from his body, and 
the trensure on the raft was tossed 
into the water. while the spectators 
danced and sang on the shore. 

“After the Spaniards invaded the 
country the natives dre sald to bave 
thrown countless treasures into the 
lake to prevent them from being selz- 
ed by thelt conquerors. The latter 
made some attempt to recover the gold. 
but met with litt'e succers.”

LOSSES ARE VERY HEAVY 


Desperate Fighting Occurs In Assault 
ol Turkish Soldiers and Arabs on 
Trenches at Tripoli, But European 
Troops Hold Their Ground and 
Cover Themselves With Glory 
by Their Intrepid Daring. 


Tripoll, Oct. 26.—Fight Monday was 
of a desperate nature. The Arabs rose 
against the Italians at the time of 
the Turkish attack on the outposts and 
the Italian losses were heavy. 

It is nevertheless clear that the 
Ttalians ‘can count on the’ greater 
number of Arabs in the country. Those 
who attacked the Bersaglieri num- 
dered two or three hundred, includ- 
ing many Turks dressed as Arabs. In 
the town the number of rebels is 
smaller still.

The fourth company of the Elev- 
enth Bersaglieri accepted the situation

ed to go to an ambulance he refused, 
and it uired four men to remove 
him ‘to the Red ‘Cross station by 
force. 

A sergeant of carabinieri, stationed 
with his men at the mosque near 
Sciaralghad, where a large number 
of Arabs were in ambush, insisted on 
going out on a scouting expedition, 
saying the bullet that would kill him 
was not yet manufactured. He had 
hardly turned the corner of the 
mosque when a volley fired at about 
ten paces killed both him and his 


Orse. 

A detachment of Italian soldiers 
on the flank, who had seen four Arabs 
tise from cover to shoot, fired im- 
mediately, killing the Arabs. 

Naval Lieutenant Roselli, who hap- 
pened to be with the outposts when 
tae firing conimenced, placed himself 
at the head of a detachment of the 
Eighly Second Regiment, and began 
a forward movement, with the object 
of reconnoitring the ground. 

The mounted carabinicri, who re- 
placed on the left flank the cavalry 
engaged on the front at Boumcliansa 
and Gargaresh, covered themselves 
with glory. i 

The Turks and Arabs showel 
equal disregard: for danger. They ap. 
peared to be quite indifferent to death. 

Every Arab house was found to be 
a hiding-place for arms. The ammu- 
nition and rifles landed from the 
Turkish transport Derna had been 
lowered at the ends of ropes into 
wells. Sacks of cartridges were hid- 
den in the houses, 


Death of Eye Specialist. 

Cornwall, Oct. 26.—Dr. Alex. F. 
Pringle, a specialist in the treatment 
of diseases of the eye, who was spend- 
ing a few days with relatives in town 
before proceeding to his home in 
Northfield, Minn., after a trip to Eu- 
rope, died suddenly at the residence 
of his sister at noon yesterday, He 
had been in ill-health since an auto- 
mobile accident in London, Eng. 

The late Dr, Pringle was a son of 
the late Judge Pringle, and was born 
here 58 years ago. He has resided in 
the west for a good many years. He 
leaves a wife in Northfield, but he 
has no children.

Sheng-Hsuan-Huai, president of the 
Ministry of Post and Communications, 
and demanded his dismissal. with ee- 
vere punishment, : 

A reply is required from the Gov- 
ernment to-day, failing which the’ as- 
sembly will dissolve and the membefs 
return to their respective provinces. 
From the temper shown, it is believed 
that the assembly will carry out the 
threat. The only course open to the 
Government is either to sacrifice. a 
man who is considered by the for- 
eigners the strongest member of the 
Cabinet, or, retaining him, declare 
war on’ the assembly,as well as on 
the best majority of Chinese, 

The charges against Shéng-Hsuan- 
Huai are those formulated by the peo- 

nle of Szechuen, Hupeh and Hunan. 
Bheng negotiated the. loans for the 
nationalization of the railways, and 
has been a leading advocate of the 
anti-provingial poliey, which is regard.

Time was when the cuunty. fairs 
and the state fairs were exhibits of agricultural pro- 
ducts, with nothing more daring to enliven them 
than horse races, but they were also often dull. In 
recent years the promoters of fairs have cone to an 
extreme in getting exhibits and amusements of a 
cheap and gaudy class, which have been allowed to 
become’ so disgracefully shocking a3 to morals that 
now the fairs themeelves are under fire. At state fairs 
particularly some “midway” shows have run un- 
hampered. which would nct be tolerated at a first 
-ward ball in Chicago, and which couid not run for an 
hour in the “tenderlion” theatera of New York. The 
explanation given by‘ the eminently respectable mem 
bers of state fair boards is that these fairs, so far 
as the ‘‘omusement” features go, have been— turned 
over to private enterprise and the result has been a 
deliticus array of “‘shows” thet are more etartling 
than amusing. Many influential farm papers now 
have taken up the cudgels and are likely to. bring 
about a purification of these time-honored eventa 
that will be radical,: although progress so far has 
been sluz. - f

Following the establishment ‘on a 
solld basis of the American telephone 
system, work for European exploitation 
Was early begun: The results were 
bardly encouraging. 

Bive-eighths .of the British rights 
were purchused for $500 by a Prori- 
dence man, nays the National Maga- 
zine. After working In London four 
months .he cond oot find any one who 
would put a shiiling:in the telephone. 

An English*review sald of it: “The 
telephone is Uttle better than a toy. 
It amuses the English, but ts inferior 
to "the well established system of alr 
tubes.” 

The victory was won at last by Kate 
Field, who sang “Kathleen Marour 
neen” -over the telephone to Queen 

The queen was delighted, 
asked Bell if ebe might buy two tele 
phones, and it was not long before 
all England was interested. An ex- 
change with ten wires was opened in 
London, and in April, 1879, ‘Theodore 
Vall sent an order :to the factory in 
Boston in his terse, characteristic way, 
“Please make 100 hand telephones for 
export trade as early as possible.” 

In the Itallan Alps, on the peak of 
Monte Rosa, is the highest telephone 
in the world. Strung at the order of 
Queen Margherita, it took six years to 
complete the connection between the 
top of the mountain and the queen's 
apartments in Rome.

-And he also fell Into the 
common error of making the surname 
plural Instend of the prefiz—the “Miss 
Potters,” for Instance, In “The New- 
comes,” instead of the “Misses Potter,” 
Would anybody write the “Mr. Pot- 
ters?" Why should the ladles be so 
mishandled?—London Chronicle.

Fear Massacre. 

Lendon, Oct. 2.7—Four hundred 
Italians were killed or wounded in 
the fighting around Tripoli on Monday 
and Tuesday, but all newspaper cor- 
respondent were forbidden to com- 
municate the extent of the casual- 
ties, according to a news agency de- 
spatch received here yesterday from 
Tripoli, which escaped Italian censor- 
ship by being filed at Valetta. 

e situation at Tripoli, the de- 
spatch adds, ia serious. European resi- 
dents fear a massacre, as a holy war 
has been proclaimed by the natives 
of Tripoli and Benghazi. 

At Sharashett the left line of the 
Italian defence is repo as being 
hard pressed by the Arabs. 

Plan Advance Into Interior. 

Rome (via the Frontier), Oct. 27.— 
Reports received here yesterday from 
Tripoli say that Gen. Caneva, com- 
mander of the Italian army of occu- 
pstion, has completed an elaborate 
plan for an advance into the Tripoli- 
tan interior. The movement will be 
made throughythe formation of a chain 
of forta so strongly fortified as to make 
them impregnable to the enemy. 

Each fort will be provided with field 
artillery aud’ with cavalry for scout- 
ing service.

.A year ago the throne treated the 
National Assembly at times almost 
with contumacy. The Ministers re- 
fused to appear before the Assembly, 
and the budget and other bills. su 
mitted to the Assembly for consider 
ation were later put aside for others 
more suitable to the Palace of the 
Grand Councillors. Until even a month 
ago the throne, defiant of the people, 
issued edicts embodying drastic mea- 
sures, one in September against the 
anti-foreign railwuy agitators in Sze 
Chuen. 

Now, the first resolution of the new- 
Is-convened a carrying con- 
sequences of irreimediable character, 
has been granted without a single 
day's consideration. | Sheng Hsuan 
Huai has been stripped of his ranks, 
Pr:nce Ching, the Prime Minister, 
and Natung and Hsu Shih Chang, vice 
Voime Ministezs, as well as several 
viceroys, who only obeyed the throne’s 
commands, have been handed over to 
an inferior board, while the members 
of the Provincial Assembely, who pro- 
{voked the uprisings in Sze Chuen, 
j have been released from prison. 

Prince Ching was not dismissed 
from the Premiership, but it is not 
doubted that the Assemby, now hav- 
ing control of the Government, will 
cause him to retire at-an early date, 

The appointment of Tang Shao Yi 
to succeed Sheng Hsuan Huai is be- 
lived to forecast the appointment of 
Yuan Shi Kai to the second ollice io 
the Cabinet, if not to the Premiership 

With the prospect of Yuan Shi Kai, 
who is a Chinaman, leading the coun- 
try, now ruled by the National As- 
sembly, it is evident that the Manchus 
mean to offer to the people complete 
and immediate constitutional govern- 
ment in return for cessation of hostili- 
ties. It is reported that Yuan is al- 
ready negotiating with the rebels. 
Members of the legations, who are 
old in experience in Chinese affairs, 
would not be surprised if the revolu- 
tion terminated on these lines, prac 
tically without further nailing, 

Changing Fettunes of War. 

Pekin, Oct. 27.—The Official Gazette 
announces that General Yin Chang, 
commander of the Imperial troops, 
has telegraphed that two rebel regi- 
ments on Oct. 22 attacked Santac 
Kiao, 15 miles distant from Wuchang. 
The Govertiment troops repelled the 
rebels. On Monday the rebels, using 
four guns, forced the third brigade 
of Imperialists to retire and sores 
Tsao Chi Chong. On Tuesday there 
was some scattered skirmishing, dur- 
ing which some rebels were captured 
and others defeated.

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Italy - Is Meeting | Unexpected 
Troubles’ in Tripoli. 


ANOTHER ARMY — LEAVES 


Fifteen Thousand Men Sail Secretly 
From Naples and Despatches From . 
Scene of War Arriving by Way of 
Malta Say Thct Italian Losses 
In Engagements Have Been 
Heavy—Came Off Second Best

The ‘Turks, with their Arab allies, 
wha at best, it was believed, would 
aay carry on a-deeultory campai 
which would make a kind of holi 
for the invaders, have upeet the cal- 
culations of the Italians by a series 
of concerted attacks in which, ac- 
cording to accounts sent by corre- 
spondents without submiszion to the 
censor, the Italians have come off se- 
cond best.- 

The Turkish embassy issued a state- 

ent yesterday claiming that in Mon- 
day's fightine the allies secured a 
victory, the Italians losing 300 men 
killed and 700 wounded. This is con- 
firmed in part by an independent re- 
port that the Italians brought 700 
wounded men into Tripoli, and further 
by an announcement from Rome that 
the Government had decided to send 
forward 15,000 reinforcements, 

Since then, according to the tel~ 
gtams coming in from various points, 
some of them, it is true, rather con. 
flicting. there has been a series of at- 
tacks, the Intest of which was deliv- 
ered Thursday. Thus far only cen- 
sored accounts have been received of 
this, but apparently it was extensive,

says wonderiul but untrustworthy 
Stories about the action are in cir. 
culation, but that the Italicn rifle. 
men and artillerymen says that about 
100 Italians: were wounded and that 
it is claimed that hundreds of natives 
were killed in the palms, which a 
cruiser was shelling, According to this 
despatch a determined attack was 
Friday being the 
Moslems’.

A belated account of Monday's 
fight, which came. by way of Malta, 
says the Italians have no knowledge 
of what brought about their defeat. 
The Moslems, thoroughly -understand-

“The Moslen population,” the de- 
Spatch continues, “was expecting the 
signal to rise and strike their pro- 
feased friends and awaited the o more 
tunity to shoot or stab the Italians 
who had been drawn by a strategem 
to parts favorable for an attack, but 
the Turks and Arabs showed them- 
selves too soon. Their plans and 
Strength were partly discovered. They 
number perhaps between 40,000 and 
60,000. Undeterred by the failure af 
their tactics, they fought desperately, 
The Italian bersagliere, or sharpshoot- 
ers, sustained the heaviest loss, some 
200 to 300 of them perishing. 

A later despatch from the same 
source says that there was an en- 
gagement Wednesday, and while the 
capture of 12,000 Arabs and Turks is 
mentioned in it, the assertion also is 
mad: that ‘the Italian losses were 
heavy, some companies af the beraag- 
lieri being wi out.

the war for Independence eight public 
and general thanksgivings were order- 
ed by the Continental congress, but aft: 
er the gencral thanksgiving for peace 
in 1784 the proclamations were discon- 
tinued until 1789, when the Orst noa- 
tonal thanksgiving was proclaimed by 
President Wastington, the time desig- 
nated being the last Thursday In No- 
lyvember. 

Tke special purpose, aa recommended 
ito congress, was to give thanks for the 
‘adoption, of the constitution. In 1795 
‘the suppression of the whisky Insurrec- 
tion was recoguized by a presidential 
call for a national day of thanksgiving. 
The practice of officially recommend- 
ing the observance of a thanksgiring 
festival was gradually adopted by the 
states until it now has place among 
| the great holidays of the nation 


The First Thanksgiving. 

The first Thanksgiving In New Eng: 
land Is described In a letter written to 

a “loving and old friend” and dated at 
“plymouth, this 11th of November, 
} 1621." This “loving and old friend” 
{Is supposed to hare been a certalo | 
who had married 2 
sister of Governor Bradford and wha 
came orer to Plymouth in July, 1623 
! The letter fs signed E. W., and these 
are taken to be the Initials of Edward 
Winslow. Of the 102 emigrants who 
landed on the 11th (old style) of De 
ceinber, 1620, on the bleak coast of 
Cape Cod, almost one-half had died 
and nearly all of the remainder bad 
suffered seriously from destitution and 
the rigors of the winter, for which they 
were ill prepared. The reward, how 
ever, of the industry of the few who: 
were not disabled was so abundant as 
to call forth the thankfulness of this 
very religious colony. The letter ab 
tuded to says: “Ycu shall understand 
that in this little time that a few of 
us have been bere we have built seveo 
dwelling bouses and four for the use 
of the plantation and have made prep 
aration for seven others. We net the 
last spring some twenty acres of bar 
ley and peas, and, according to the 
mancer of the Indians, we manureé 
} Our ground with herrings, or, rather, 
shads, which we have in great abun 
dance and take with great ease at our 
doors. Our corn did prove well, and 
God be praised, we had a good increas¢ 
of Indian cern, and our barley indiffer 
ent good, lst our peas.not worth thr

How errors grow, says a writer In 
T. P. O’Conners Weekly, and how 
false epithets attached to persons or 
nations, by constant  repetiton 
come to be accepted as descriptively 
true! England is called, not only tn 
our own Press, but In that of other 
countries, the “Mother of Parlla- 
ments.” She, however, !s not In that 
proud position legislatively. Spain 
had a Parliament nearly a century 
before England — meaning by Par- 
lament “popular representation.” 
Such an assembly was convened in} 
Burgos !n 1169, while that of England | 
first assembled at Leicester in the! 
middle of the thirteenth century. 

Unlike ours the Castilian: 
Parllament did avt recelve hereditary 
nobles; it was left to England to do 
that, and to give them hereditary 
legislative powers which were denied 
them by the Castilians. If, then, 
writers desire to call any nation the 
“Mother of Parliaments,” to be accu- 
rate they must attach that title of; 
grace and honor to Spain. 


Evidence from a Shark. 

It may be a perfectly unwarrant- 
able reflection upon an upright and 
exceedingly useful body of men, but 
somehow the mention of the legal pro- 
fession irresistibly draws the mind 
to sharks, And there was at least 
one historical occasion on which a 
shark did actually play an important 
part In a erfminal trial. :

These interesting documents are sald 
to have been stored In the museum 
at Jamaica, and perished in the great, 
earthquake there a few years a0; | 
but the head of the shark is still on/ 
view at the Royal United Service; 
Institution, London. {

prudent physician ceased his efforts, 
Some more daring ones Introduced at 
random instruments such as hooks 
or “ambrellas,” and made vain’ and 
dangerous. attempts that were more 
apt to be fatal to the patient than to 
bring up the foreign body. j 

Other: surgeons, still more” enter- 
prising, proposed to reach’ the oeso- 
phagus or bronchial tubes by cutting 
through the chest — an elegant oper- 
ation doubtless, but not of encour 
aging results, the mortality. being 
one hundred per cent.

This will make 
four large plates — two of green 
sandwiches and two of. meat-or fish. 

For. Sweets. — One ‘dozen eclairs, 
one dozen pastries, one dozen queen 
cakes, one pound of rich plum cake 
cut into fingers, one pound of small 
fancy discuite. ' 

For Beverages. — A quarter of a 
pound of tea, half a pound of coffee, 
ene pint of cream, one pint of) milk. 
Claret cup made from three bottles 
of claret and four bottle of soda 
water. . 

Ices. — Three pints of ice cream 
should be sufficient for twenty people, 
but as in the hot weather ices are 
apt to waste a little, it might be well 
to order two quarts. 

If the fancy cakes are being pré- 
pared at home, they can quite well be 
made a day or two id advance,” pro- 
vided that they are kept in a tin with 


a cover which fits Ughtly enough to 


exclude the air. Rich cakes keep 
better than those belonging to the 
sponge cake or queen: cake varieties.

Chinese Throne Promises-Evary- 


thing Asked For. 


CABINET WITHOUT NOBLES 


Full Constitutional Government Is 
Promised to China By the Regent In 
an Elaborately Apologetic Edict. . 
Issued Yesterday — Pardon !s 
Granted to All Political Offen- 
ders Sincé Rebellion of 1888. 


Pekin, Oct. 31—The demand of the 
National Assembly for a complete con- 
stitutional govérnment has been ac- 

“by the perial 
edict'was issued yesterday, apologizing 
for the’ past neglect of the throne, 
and granting an immediate constita- 
tion with a Cabinet, from which no- 
bles shall be excluded. A second edict 
grants pardon to political offenders 
connected with the revolution of 1898 
and subsequent. revolutions, and to 
those compelled to join in the pres- 
ent rebellion. 

The Imperial edict, which is from 
the hand of the Emperor, Hsuan-Tung, 
says: ‘I have reigned three years and 
have always acted conscientiously in 
the interests of the people...

tutionalism. :
